Despite the fact that Investigators 


have definitely decided upon treatment 
which proies cffecthe for the preven- 
tion of smut in grain, aiich as oata, 
barley and other cereals, many farm- 
ers do not seem dUpogcd to go to tne 
trouble of thin, Improving their-seed. 
It is stated by Prof. Moore of the WIs- 
con-ln Experiment Station that last 
jcar but one-third of the farmers of 
the state treated their seed, although 
In one jear (1601) one-fourth ot the 
enlire oat crop of Wisconsin was de- 
blroyod by smut, causing a money loss 
nt <n er $3,000,000. There i'J no need 
of having any loss. Treating the seed 
one season protects the crops for sev- 
cial seasons, as once tho spores of 
smut arc eradicated it takes several 
seasons for the smut to again affect 
the grain. 


This being the case, farmers arc 


apt to become careless, aud it is our 
opinion that, as the treatment Is sim- 
ple, Inexpensive and eany to give, it 
would be a wise policy to use it every 
season "tt> make

In hot vatur. temperature 137 Fahrenj 
beit, anil this is said to have the same 
beneficial effect as formaldehyde solu- 
tion, and of couiso costs practically 
nothing. This seed treating business 
Is just like weed destiuction opera- 
tions. 
A man gets rid of his weeds, 


and his thriftless, careless neighbor 
mows a big enough ciop of wood pests 
to keep each farm surrounding him 
fully seeded annually 
If each farmer 


weie to destioy weeds so they would 
not so to seed and smut tho neighbor- 
hood, farms soon would be clear ot 
weeds. So If seed were treated each 
year against smut by each fanner in a 
comniounity tlio crops would always 
lie safe against tills pest, the spores 
of which are blown from one Held to 
another.

The Kind of Soil That Is Best and 


Its Preparation. 


THE COLD CHISEL. 


How It Can Be Used to Give New Life 


to Old Hoe. 


This crop is moio piolitably grown 


on good cla> subsoil or low lauds bor- 
dering on our bays and livers. 
The 


seed should be seltvlcd by every 
grower. Sow the first seed about the 
middle of Apt 11, in well pi enured soil, 
where the tomato plant has not been 
giown for five years at least.

Put the sharp 
edge of the slices down and press 
slightly into the dough. Sprinkle with 
two tablespoonfuls sugar and nutmeg 
or cinnamon. Bake In a hot oven. As 
soon as done brush the top lightly 
with hot water.

Plenty of Nitrogen Left. 


It has been estimated that In Franco 


alone tho amount of nitrogen yearly 
taken from the soil Is 600,000 tons and 
not much more than one-half of this IB 
returned to the soil In stable manure. 
Let It be assumed, lor tho purpose of 
argument, that thoiie countries 
em- 


ploying nitrogenous [ei tlllzers use dur- 
ing each year 5,000,000 tons of nitro- 
gen. 


This seema lo be a fairly liberal es- 


timate judging from the above figure 
regarding France and Ihe fact that 
during 1905 1,500,000 tons ot nitrate 
of soda were employed tluoughout tho 
world. On this basis It is easily seen 
that there Is no danger ot Impoverish- 
ing the atmosphere, for tha atmos- 
pheric pressure al sea. level 
corre- 


sponds to about 11 pounds of nitrogen 
a square Inch, or say 1,500 pounds a 
square foot, or 20,000,000 tons a square 
mile. 


Bach squaia mile of the earth's sur- 


face has above H enough nitrogen to 
supply the entire world for five years 
on the basis assumed above and since 
the entire surface of the earth Is not 
much short of 200,000,000 square miles 
the world can -go on abstracting nitro- 
gen at thla,rate for about 1,000,000 
years 
the atiriosphere one-tenth per cent.

This we felt nt tho time but we 
trusted to those who had so great con- 
fidence in the situation as to put 
large capital in it to maintain their 
position, but their feet become tender 
aa the stocfcs began to soften 
and 


prices failed to take the anticipated 
Thanksgiving toom. 
The result was 


an overloaded market wish unsalable 
stocks, one barrel of which will stand 
in the way of sales of thiae barrels of 
fresh stock. 
Moral—If people will 


speculate in cranberries they will 
find it batter for all concerned if 
they buy in the chaff and not after 
being clsaned and packed for market. 
Those 
who have done this have 


usually done well by placing fresh 
stock on the market notwithstanding 
the obstruction of hold-over stocks. 


Having had something to do with 


Sales Companies with some reforms 
in connection therewith I ibinK I can 
apeak advisedly if not intelligently 
concerning them.
